SIR, ~ 
OBSERVE. a letter in your Jaft paper from an Orn 
Trojan, whole propofal would pleafe me much, if I 
thought he was fincere, and had any profpect of feeing it 
put in execution. But, while he recommeads one effectual 
method of defence for this city, why does he find fanlt with 
another that feems calculated to introduce the ufe of arms? 
It is for this reafon that I fufpe& the O/d Trajan to be one 
of thofe unlucky geniufes, who endeavour to defeat every 
meafure that is propofed for the public good, by propofing 
fomething better or ftronger, which he knows will not be 
executed. If this was not the cafe, he muit have feen that 
the defign of the Antigallican Society could not, in the leaft, 
interfere with that more immediate and. effeCtual mode of 
defence which he propofes, but, on the coutrary, might be 
of ufe to promote it.” He would have feen, that the Noble- 
men and Gentlemen, who concerted that defign, had no 
views but for the public good ; and that their application to 
the whole city, by their fubfcription papers, was a 
proof that they wifhed for no /eadin the meaiure, though 
it was neceflary that it fhould begin fomewhere. So far from 
withing to exclude the Magiftrates and Town Coungil from 
a fhare in this bufinefs, I am affured that they had diréé&ted 
their Committee to apply to them for their countenance and 
aid: Their rewards were confined to the inhabitants of E- 
dinburgh, becaufe, as they fay in their advertifement, they 
are hopeful that fimilar inititutions may be eftablithed ih o- 
ther parts of the country. As for the illegality which the 
Old Trojan afcribes to fome parts of their plan, it is mere 
affertion. There are fome of the gentlemen of that Socic- 
ty who fhould be well acquainted « ‘rh the laws of their 
country; and I think, together, they ave very much above 
being deterred from their purpofe by fuch /waggering blades 
as this O/d Trajan, who brings no proof for his vague affcr- 
tion. This is not the time, by violent conftruétion of ob- 
folete laws, to prevent any plan, calculated to revive public 
{pirit. I am very happy to fee, that the rank and cliarac- 
ter of the firft members of this Society is fuch as will enable 
them to carry through the fcheme which they have very 
wifely contrived, for giving a beginning to the ufe of arms 
in this neglected and defencelefs country ; and to bring the 
contempt of the public on thofe who oppofe it. 

If I believed there was any. feriotis defign to embody the 
militia of this city, or to train the youth of it to the ufe of | 
arms, I would rejoice in it, as worthy of the Magiltrates.of 
the capital, as neceflary. in this time of danger, and as the 
moft effectual and fpeedy method that could be devifed for 
our defence. But how can I fuppofe there is any likeli- 
hood of fuch a ftrong ftep being taken, when I fee fo many 
obftructions (however incffeéinal) thrown in the way of the 
fofteit menfure,.and the mot legal! that ever was. propofed, 
viz. The introducing the ufe of the mufquet by fports and 
pattimes?

and even of thefe not a third of the number that’ country 
contained 20 years ago. A lift of many farms can be fhewn, | 
where, 20 years ago, there lived fixteen tenants upon ‘each , 
farm, and every tenant’s family confilting of between fix and 
twelve perfons; but now thefe farms are occupied by a fin- 
gle perfon, ‘perhaps a half*pay officer, or a thepherd; fo 
that, if the landlords have not men upon theis farms, they 
lave at prefent great armies of fheep. It is true, the wool 
of thefe ufeful animals may be ufed to the dangerous purpo- 
fes of manufacturing plaids and philibegs; the figure and 
fhape was enough to put Government in great terror fome 
time ago. But, as it is the garb which the ancient Gaels, 
or Caledonians, wore from the earlieit* ages, and to which 
they were attached by the affeGtions towards the peculiari- 
ties of one’s native country ; and that now the few remnin- 
ing in the country are as harmlefs and insiocent as the theep 
that pafture on their hills, What danger can there be in in- 
dulging them with the ufe of their clothes'and arms, whep a 
foreign enemy every day threaten an invation. 3

Fiom the London Papers, Feb. 8. 
LON DO. N. 
HOUSE or LORDS, Fue/day, Fed. 8. 

The order of the:day was for a-metion intimated before the recefs by 
the Earl of Shelburne, “‘ for appointing a Committee of a certain num- 
ber of both Houfes, holding neither plates nor penfions, to enquire in+\ 
to the expenditure of public monty, particularly with regard to con- 
tradis; and to difeover how far reduétions and abolitions might be made, 
coutiftert with national dignity, jultice, and gratitude, of places and 
pentionis, that the fame may be applied to leffen the prefent ruinous ex- 
rs enditure.” r : 

The noble Lord.‘opened his‘ propofition ina clear concife manner. ~ 
Such, he faid, was the ftate of affairs, that_the national debt was ap- 
proaching to 200,000,000 of money, and the landed interett, as well as 
the comniercial, was info impoverilhed a condition; that even if a peace 
was now ‘to be concluded, we weré unable to fupport the immenfity of 
the annual intereft. In fuch.a fituation, nothing but economy cduld 
fave us, and a total change pf that fyftem which had been invariably 
purfued by the prefent Adminiftration. » He faid, that much had: been 
expeéted from the Eaft Indies towards leffening the public debt ; but 
Minifters had contrived to proftitute the interefts of their country to the 
intereft of patronage, and had converted this into private advantage, to. 
to the detriment of the proprietors, the decay of the trade, and the 
difappointment of the public. - He faid, he did not intend, by the pre- 
fent plan, to, take up ary. particular confideration which could be pro- 
vided for by a fingle at; Such, for inffance, was the civil lift. The 
100,000 |. a-yeur-lately added to the civil lift could be refumed by a 
Special act of Parliament; and an ingenious gentleman of the other 
Houfe intended to introduce a plan for refuming and refcinding all exu- 
Berant and unneceffary grants and places. ‘Fhe plan that he propofed 
was hot without precedent. In the year 1702, acommiffion of account 
was eftablifhed, and continued for a confiderable time.’ A commitfion 
differed from a committee in nothing but the name. His intention was, 
in the rft place, T@ reduce,.as far:as poffible, the public expenditure 
to ejlimate; and where, from the nature of the fervice, this could not 
be done, to hold the officer who fhould exceed the grant in the ftriéteft 
refponfibility. adly, To openall contraéts. 3dly, To abolith all thofe 
eneediefs offices thraugh which the pablic revenue pafled without check, 
but with much expence, before it came to its final application; and 
that; inftead of this, it thould be lodged direétly in the Bank of Eng- 
land: And 4thly, ‘To refume all unmerited grants. On all thefe ob- 
jects his Lordthip was particular. He faid, that this was his plan. He 
did not, however, with that their Lordihips, in taking it up, fhould re- 
ject it wholly becaufe it might be partly wrong. He was in hopes, that 
they would all connect their ideas on the fubjeét, and, in the prefent 
moment’ of diflatisiaction, {ufpicion, and alarm, that a plan would be 
formed and adopted to anfwer ,the neceflities of the time, and fatisfy 
the withes of the people. If this was accomplifhed, and independance; 
ih confequence thereof, was reftored to Parliament, he took God to 
witwels, that he had no other pirpofe to ferve, and that he would then, 
in the confcioufnefs that his own’ andthe national preperty was fafe, re= 
tire to his eftate, and keep as far as be could from the vortex of diffi- 
pation, vice, and corruption. 

Earl of Coventry feconded the motiop.. 

Earl of Carlifle and Lord Fauconberg, oppofed the idea of excluding 
placemen and penfioners from the committee. 

Vifcount Stormont made many objeC ions to: the form of the’remedy. 
propofed for the redrefs of the evil. ‘The Houfe of Lords could not ap- 
point a committee of both Houfes.. They had no power over the other 
“Hottie, and the confequence of this refolution might be to create a quar- 
rel between them. The exclufion of any defcription ef- men, was un- 
juttas well-as-nugatory ; unjuft, becaufe, however men might: differ on 
difputed points, they were always fuppofed to have.the fame obje% tn 
vieyw-—the public good ; and nugatory, becaufe, though excluded. from 
the committee, they would decide on the report. The powers given to 
the committee were too large ; they. were unlimited, inquifitorial, and 
di@atorial. ‘To refume penfions fuppofed to be undeferved, was f{pecious 
in theory, but difficult in praftice ; for men differed in their eftimations 
of the value of fervice. - Thefe objeétions, he faid,. obliged. him to put 
a negative on the motion. 

The Duke of Grafton anfwered the noble Earl with faying, that it 
would have been more candid to have propofed amendments to the ex- 
ceptional parts of the motion, which he confeffed, in the main, to be 
neceflary, than to put a negative on the whole becaufe it was partially 
incorreét. His Grace propofed the line by which it was intended te re- 
coucile both Honfes to the plan, by a conference. +e 

e Marquis of Carmarthen explained his motives for réfigning his 
place. He approved, he faid, of the late county meetings, and having 
received a mandate, 4 paultry, fearful, dirty mandate, to abfent him- 
{elf from them, a meafire which had been univerfal, he could not think 
of Keeping a place, honourable as it was, in the houfchold of his Maje- 
fty, while he agreed-to a meafure obnoxious to Government. He was 
pointedly févere on Lord Sandwich, and faid, that hé ‘facrificed the 
glory, and perhaps-the fafety of the country, to his dirty, ignominious 
jobbing, and borough traffic; that he drove the ableft officers from the 
dervice, and that while he continucd in office, neither the genius, the 
zeal, nor the abilities of his colleagues, would be able to efleét the fal- 
vation of this country. He faid, that he had that very day received a 
letter, calling back his let er of Lord Lieutenancy. If this was done 
in revenge, he faid he laughed at the folly; he felt the infult as he 
ought, while he reprobated the injuftice. ; 

Lord Chefterfield, in very vehement terms, . condemned the county 
meetings as unconftithtional, lawlefs, and tending to debafe the dignity 
of Parliament, if.not to promote anarchy and confufion in the-country, 

Lord Sandwicb replied to an affertion ot the Marquis, that his con- 
tinwance at the head of the Admiralty, was the caufe of all our beft com- 


manders refufing to act. This affertion his Lordthip faid was ground- . 


lefs. The beft men had not been driven f.om the navy; they were 
now employed, and were an honour to their prefeffion. His Lordthip 
called upon any noble Lord to’ mention the name of the commander, 
who faid he would not aét while the prefenr firft Lord of the Admiral’ 
ty prefided ; for certain he: was, that no fuch expreflion-had ever fallen 
from any officer. His Lordthip’faid he had fomething alfo to offer againft 
the motion before the Houfe ; it waslan improper one, becaufe it carried 
on the face of it an impoffibility ; a difgraceful one, becaufe it tended te 
bring down the dignity 6f the upper-Houfe, to a mean condetvenfion of 
begging from the lower Houfe ; and it was highly offenfive to the honour 
of many noble peers, becaufe-it excluded all thofe in whom hi8 Majefty 
put confidence, from being of the Committee intended. His Lordthip 
then adverted to our fuccefles, which, he faid, fome members in oppo- 
fition meant.toleffen; but they were many, and very confiderable: for 
it was a faét that the French had not now a flag in India, their trade 
was ruined, and we were in the fole pofleffion of the one, and.had eve- 
ry benefit from the other; He added, that the Newfoundland fithery 
was alfo now ours. We had gained fome fignal advantages over the Spa- 
niards, and he hoped foon to give the public an account that Gibraltar 
was relieved, and the junétion of the Bourbon fleet-at an end; for the 
Spanith fhips of war had failed from Breft, and’ were now in Cadiz. 
Thefe, his Lordthip faid, were fueh fucceffes, as, if followed by more, 
as he had every reafon to expect, would foon convince our enemies of 
their error, and. be a better and more {peedy mode of bringing about 
peace, than, as fome noble Lords had afferted,) would arife from our 
misfortunes. His Lordfhip called the meeting im York -factious, and 
averred it to be the laboured work of oppofition, the members of which, 
in a particular body, went about toevery mecting; and‘even where they 
Kad’ no property, figned petitions to Parliament. This, his Lordthip 
faid, was not taking the fenfe. of the people, it was blinding the public

Sir George Savile prefented the Yorkfhire petition, which 

was read.—Ordered to lie on the table. 
Lord Beauehampmoved for leave to bring in a bill to ex- 
_plain and ainend an. a&. of the 32d George LI. for the relief 
of infolvent debtors, His Lordthip did not mean to bring 
in an aét of infolvency’; he intended to eafe the public of 
the burden of fupporting infolyent debtors ; to throw that 
burden’-ou. the. creditor, who, from the day that he fhould 
deprive a fubje& of his liberty, and confequently of the 
means of acquiring a litelihood, fhould allow him two hhil- 
lings and fourpence per week,'while he kept him in confine- 
ment. Another thing he had in. view was to empower the 
courts of jultice to difcharge ‘any debtor who fhould appear 
to the court incapable of paying'his debts. ‘his, indeed, 
will make his Lordthip’s bill @ fpeeies of infolvent act. 

Sir Gorge Savile called the attention of the Houfe to 
fome very ferious obfervations which he was going to make. 
As. reprefentative, faid he, of the refpectable county of 
York, the largeft and maft populous of the kingdom, I have 
often laid before this Houfe numberlefs petitions from my 
conftituents, praying for commercial.encouragement, or li- 
berty to.inclofe wafte unprofitable grounds. I have always 
made it my duty to, attend, through every ftage, to the 
bills brought, in upon thefe petitions; and indeed I gave 
more.of my,,time to them than ‘to the management of my. 
own private affairs.,.1 expected to appear to-day before 
you. with many petitions.of a fimilar nature ; I have waited 
to the very laft da#y that the Houfe will receive petitions ; 
‘ut my conftituent’s, contrary to their annual cuftom,, have 
difappointed me, , The partial confideration of enclofures. 
has been loft.in the fenfe they entertain of the general di- 
ftrefs and ‘grievances of the empire: they have fent me but 
one petition, and'that too of a national import : however, 
though. they have fent but one, it is fuch as, like Aaron’s 
rod, had fwallowed. up all the reft. Whatever might be the 


| feelings of individuals, the petitioners’ had taken care to 


fpeak of the nation’s grievances with modelty ; they did not. 
arraign or condemn the meafures that had reduced the glory 
and profperity of the empire ; they did. not accufe any fet 
of men, omrecommiend any fyftem of politics; it was clear, 
however, that they wifhed. that the prefent fyftem might not 
be continued. 

Many artifices, faid he, have been. employed to difcredit 
the petition, and thofe wha had figned it. Let me beg 
leave to fhow'to:the Houfe a lift of the names of thofe gen- 
tlemen who addrefled the Sheriff to call a meeting of the 
county; it contains 120 as. refpectable names as any in the 
kingdom. Does the Houfe with to fee the names of thofe 
who formed the Committee? There they are ; Could great- 
er characters be affernbled in any county ? Who were thofe 
who met at York in. confequence of the Sheriff’s advertife- 
ment? Between fix and feven hundred pérfons of the great- 
eft fortunesin Yorkfhire. There was, I will venture to 
fay, more tanded property at the meeting, than-now is or 
ever was Within thafe walls! 

Such were the people who agreed to the petition on which 
I now learn. _Oceconomy in the expenditure of the public 
money is all they afk. Will any man vote for rejecting fo 


r modett, fe reafonable a requeft ? I hope not. ‘Will any man 


vote that this petition be brought up? No man, I trutt, will 
dare do it. The Minifter will not dare to do it, becaufe he 
knows-he ought not to dare it. But there is another thing 
alfo whieh he ought not te.dare; and that is, to attempt to 
defeat the objeé& of it. If the Minitter is fo inclined, with 
the turn of his finger he may deftroy it : but let him beware 
how he direéts his influence againft it. Let me advife him 
to beware how he inftitutes an enquiry into the merits of the 
petition’: it {peaks for itfelf; and the petitioners will look 
upon fuch an enquiry as a mockery, asa parliamentary or 
miniftersal triek to put .an indireét negative upon their 
petition.’ Whewthey met to draw it up they were unar- 
med; they had fiéither mifkets nor ftaves; but if you mock 
then, they. wil].—_—- Dll leave blanks for the, fagaci- 
ty of the Eloufe to fill up. 

Fhe petitioners are too refpeCtable and‘ too numerous to 
be trifléd’ with : fome of them are poffeffed of the firft eitates 
in the country :: and the numbers who have figned this peti- 
tion amotint to near gooo men, all landholders in a county 
which includes fuch a confiderable part of the territory of 
Great Britain. apy 
_ Thefe Mr Speaker, are obfervations which I thought it 
‘my duty to premife : and Sir, with your leave, I move that 
‘this petition. be brought up. 

The Speaker put the queftion, which. was carried. without 
a diffentient voice. 

Sir George then brought it up, caufed it to be read, and’ 
moved: that it fhould lie on the. table for the infpection of 
the members. He obferved at the fame time, that, as an 
honourable gentleman behlnd him (Mr Burke) intended in 
a day or two.to move fome propofitions in the Houfe, on 
_nearly the fame fubjeét, he fhould wait to fee if his. plan 
would ‘coiné upto the wifhes of the petitioners, before he 
fhovld move any thing fpecific on the petition which he had 
jaft then the honour to lay before ‘the Houfe. He could not, 
however, help obferving, that - it was-not a little farprifing 
that the fame ideas on public economy fhould have fo natu- 
rally oécurred at the fame time to his honourable friend, and 
to the freeholders of Yorkshire. 

Lord North faid, the honourable Baronet muft fuppofe

But he mult fuppofe them to be equally ignorant of 
their duty, and fearfubto difcharge it, if he imagined that 
by holding before them perfonal fears, they might be deter- 
red from.weighing any matter that was brought before,them. , 
An enquiry ought always to precede redrefs of .griev_ntes ; 
and ‘he could not but confefs that a” petition, depre i ati 

enquiry, came in a very quettionable fhape.. 

Sir George Saville interrupted his Lordthip, to affure birt 

that he had greatly mifunderitdod him. He had not by any 

means depreciated enquiry ; he had only obferved, that an 

enquiry which fhould be calculated more for the purpofe of 
delay, and defeating the objeét of the petition, than for in- 

veftigation, would only be an abfurd mockery of the diitref- 

fes of which the petitioners complained. 

Lord North would no longer urge his argument, as the 
honourable Baronet had expiained his words in a different 
meaning from that which his argument tended to combat 
and deitroy. But he would itill contend, that it was the 
duty of a member of Parliament to enquire before he fhould 
pronounce ; and in the prefent cafe more particularly. The 
petitioners, for inftance, prayed that no new duty fhou'd be 
impofed. Would any gentleman fuppofe that fuch a prayer 
could be complied with, confiitently with the refolutions of 
the Houfe in the prefent fefizon of parliament ? had not ten 
millions been voted in the committee of fupply this year ? 
Were there not three millions of lait year for the payment 
of which no fund had been as yet provided? Was he uot te. 
propofe ways and means for the intereft of thefe thirteen 
millions, beeaufe a part of the nation did not think it expe~. 
dient to have new taxes impofed ? "This was an idea repug- 
nant to fenfe, to juftice, and to the exigeucies of the ttate. 

Mr Fox was fuprifed to hear the noble Lord reafon in fnch. 
amanner. The noble Lord by his fide (Lord George Ger- ' 
maine) certainly could not fupport him in fuch a mode of 
arguing. ‘The noble Lord had praifed the Irith parliamene, 
and he had very properly, and very juftly praifed them, for. 
infifting on a redrefs of their grievances, before they woul 
make any provifion for the payment of the maney which, 
was already voted. Irelind refufed to impofe new taxts, 
and fhe gained her point. The noble Lord in the blue ribs 


no. force to fimilar arguments within walls. But the hos 
nourable Baronet had not infinuated that no provifion thould 
be made for the interaft of the fums already granted, tithe 
prayer of the petition fhould have been granted. He only 
infinuated, that fome ftep ought to be taken towards a red- 
refs of grievances ; that economy fhould be ebferved inthe 
expenditure of public money. He had faid nothing by way 
of intimidating: he had not held up perfonal terrors te*the 
members of that Houfe; it was the Houfe that was threat- 
ened with the greateft of all public loffes, the lofs of public 
confidence. ‘The petitioners of York, and of other’coun- 
ties, had not ufed arms; peace was all they. fought—peaee 
was all they wifhed for ;, and there were within théir reach 
peaceable, civil, and conftitutional means to command 
redrefs of their grievances; to reduce the influence of the 
crown, and prevent the fquandering of the public moncy. 

The noble Lord had dwelt much upon the duty of mem- 
bers-of parliament, and, inftead of elucidating the fubjed,. 
he had moft unconfcionably confounded two duties, and 
blended them into one. - A member of parliament appeared 
in.a two-fold capacity—judicial and legiflative. In. his ju- 
dicial capacity, he certatnly ought to be deaf to the voice 
of fear ;. he ought to be inflexible in what he thinks right, 
and nothing fhould divert him from pronouncing as his 
judgment directs... Fiat juffitias ruat: calum. In-his legif- 
lative capacity, on the contrary, he ought to liften to thofe 
who have appointed him their fervant; nay, though they 
fhould be wrong, he ought fometimes to: pay-a deference to. 
their prejudices. They now called upon the noble Lord, 
and he was bound to-hear them. . His Lordthip always affo- 
ciated the ideas of enquiry and defeat fo-firmly, that,. for 
his, he could not think that he fuggefted an enquiry, ‘but 
for the purpofe of defeating the petition. ale 

It was faid, that corruption profpered-under the prefent 
adminiftration ; the fame had been faid of the whigs; but 
now was time which would difcever which government, che+ 
rified corruption moft. The judgment of Solomon was ap* 
plicable to both ‘parties. ‘ We are both accufed of cor- 
ruption; we fubmit to have it cut up-by the rogt;. you wilk 
not confent to it; who then are the parents of corruption ?”” 

His honoured friend was furprized that the fame, ideas. on 
public economy fhould have fo naturally. occurred at the 
fame time to his otker honourable friend (Mr Burke). and 
to the freeholders of Yorkthire. For his part, he was nov 
at all furprifed at it; for it was natural, when. grievances. 
were become general, that Middlefex and York fhould both 
feel them. ; 

He told the noble Lord, he had now the moft favourable 
opportunity to gain popularity, if he fupported the petition. 
with all his influence ; it was in vain for oppofition to thwart 
him ; the people would adore him,. and think they. owed 
him ‘as many bleffings.as they now do the reverft. 

The debate terminated here; the queflion'to lie on the 
table, and was carried.
